Paris:—After attending « & 
cinema show at which a suicide 
tragedy by drowning was shown 
on the screen, a Lyons telegraph 
boy named Maurice Descoinbles 
aged’ 15, went to the Rhone, 
jumped into the river and was 
drowned. :

He 
fearng, in fact, that Amoeba may 
be simple in structure, but thas 
in eversthing else, in physiology,

grains of wheat. The purpose 
of the wheat grains isto pravida 
a rich infusion “of organic 
fLodstuffs in whichtha bscteria 
in the water will multiply. Tae 
purpose of the bacteris is to act 
asa food fortha-Amoeba. In the 
pood the Amoaba acts a3 food for 
all manner of other living things 
there which. in tura, prey upon 
one another, That is Nature. 

But here, in my dish, tha 
Amseba is under my care. I 
have removed his enemies, wo 
thas he muy prosper. And I 
want him to prosper, so that [ 
may study him and write learned

AMERICA AND CHINA. 


There is ro doubt: that the 
relations betwean America and 
China are severely strained, and 
that the tension has reached 2 
stage when there will have to be 
speedy adjustment of views in 
order to avoid a‘defincite cleavage 
of friendship. A cable received 
yesterday from New York 
mentioned “a very grave .in- 
cident” as being at the root of 
the trouble. This refers to the 
recent fatal wounding at Kalgan, 
by Chinese soldiers, of Mr. 
Coltman, an American, who was 
with his Consul in & motorcar. 
The affair, it will ba recalled, 
was the cause of considerable 
comment at the time. America 
has demanded adequate tneasures 
of compensation on the part of 
China, and the Chinese Govern- 
ment has refused to accede to 
theso demands unless counter 
“claims” ate met. This clash 
of opinion has contidued for 
some little time, and apparently 
no amicable settlement ia yet in 
view. 


One cannot fail to observe the 
striking change in the Chinese 
attitude towards foreigners that 
this incident serves to empbasisa. 
There has of late been a marked 
truculence exhibited by Chinese 
officialsand soldierstowards West- 
ern peoples. Missionaries have 
veen maltreated by brigands, 
whoee aggressive deeds ete com- 
mitted practically with impunity. 
A prominent British resideot of a 
Northern treats. port a few weaks 
ago hata nasty experience with 
aome native police; and a Russian 
has recently been compelled to 


lsample the type of justico—if it 


can be called soch—that » netive 
court is capable of administering, 


In this connection, the notorious 
series of delays in the trial of the 
German, Dr. de Colbert, at Can- 
ton, may be recalled. Were all 
trace of foreign judicial adminis- 
tration to be expunged from the 
courts in Ching that try noa- 
| Chinese subjects—ss the Chinese 
would Like to ase done—the lot of 
a foreigner in any part of tha 
country would be a far from 
happy one. Insecurity, of 
property and eyen of life, 
would be the common order 
of things. China, we ex- 
pect, will bave to realise that 
these deliberate breaghes of ber 
obligations.towards the subjects 
of foreign Governments cantiot be 
tolorated. ~ :

. Wt Ins remarkable commentary 
on the present attitude of Chinea® 
officialdom that the United States 
of Amorioa should be the Power 
concerned in serious controversy 
with China. America has for 
several years bean consistently 
friandly towards that country, 
following - a special policy of 
maternal goodwill in fact, and of 
all foreigners Amaricans, perhaps, 
had leaat need to bo apprehensive 
of their treatment by the Chinese 
authorities, The present situs- 
tion is probably an even more 
delicate one than appeare on the 
surface, and for China’s own good 
itis to be hoped that the respon- 
sible parties in her Government 
will do their best to sattle matters 
without further irritating delay. 


The “Slavery” Protests. 

The strong protests made by the 
Unofficial Members ofthe Legisla- 
tive Council on Thursday against 
the “gross misrepresentations” 
which bave been current at Home 
in regard tothe mus tsar question 
will poasibly find Learty echo in 
the minds of the majority of. the 
Colony’s residents. For cur ows 
part we are glad the Bill was in- 
troduced, we are glad it has been 
passed aad we sincerely hope that 
its provisions will be enforced, 
because, after every possible 
defence has been made of the 
eystem, we thick it is one so 
lisble to abuse and go neat 
the ‘British conception of 
“slavery ™ that it is better 
to abolish if than permit 
its continuance, Yet, while say- 
ing that, we can join io the 
protests against the campaign of 
“exaggerated absurdities” and 
“foubmouthed slanders” con- 
ducted by over-zzalous people at 
Home. We think there was a 
need for the Bill just passed even 
if for no other reason than to stop 
foolish talk ta England, though. it 
was necessary to point out, as 
our Unofficials did, that the mere 
passing of the Bill did not amount 
to a confession that “slavery” 
existed before its passage and was 
now being sbolished. The Hon. 
Mr. A.G. Stephen, as is always 
usual with him, contributed

We published in our issne of 
Thursday a somewha: formidable 
list of resolutions to be submitted

expediency. The law of supply 
and demsod can work, great 
hardships, as everybody in’ the 
Colony well knows, and if we bad 
to depend solely on its operation 
for relief, moat of us would be- 
come bankrupt before the lew 
could haveachsnce of justifying 
itself.
